PARIS, Nov. 8.—4.20 A. M.—German delegates sent to the French1 


front to receive from General Foch Allied terms for an armistice crossed the 


i Allied line near La Capelle last night. 


They were taken to a house where preparation had been made to re- 


ceive them. They stayed there during the night and this morning will be 
conducted to a place in the Department of the Aisne which is a meeting place, 
fixed by Marshal Foch. This trip will take about four hours.

DOWN WITH JURE FIRE 


WASSOMCITEMENT 


Private layton ot the Marines Helps 


to Bag the Gsoic, Thought to 


Be Only Instance of Kind. 


To have a share in bringing down 


the first German airplane ty rifle fire, 
and supposed to be the only one so 
bagged during the •war. Is the exper- 
ience of Private Harold -M. Layton, of 
61st Company, Fifth Regiment o£ O. S. 
Marines. In a letter to his brother 
Chester C. Laytoa of Lay-on he re- 
counts a hike from a "miserable little 
tours up near the front" which they 
left at 1:30 in.tho morning "through 
rain and mud, actually ankle deep in 
most places," and marched to a woods 
where they stayed under cover until 
the nest evening. At' 6 o'clock they 
mov«d forward to the trenches which 
they reached about 11:30. At one in 
the morning a barrage was started 
which continued: until 5 o'clock. 


"Then," says Private Layton; "the 


first ware went over and at about 6 
o'clock we started and kept moving all 
that day and night and the next day. 
In the evening we started to dig in 
on a hill side. My pal and I dug our 
hole with bayonets and tin i-ans, which 
was some job. That niglit and the 
next dsvy were pretty quiet except for 
a few of Heinie's shells 
dropping 


around, 


"The next afternoon we saw three 


airplanes coming toward our lines, fly- 
ing low. We discovered that the first 
was our own. The American was lead- 
ing them over so we coiUd set a shot 
at them. We let them go until they 
got back of' the third line and then 
somebody took a pot at tbe:n. At that 
they 'both swung around and 'started 
for home. The first one was coming 
over at a height of about 1 >0 feet and 
our 
lieutenant 
ordered 
'flre.' 
We 


started popping at him an>l .he open- 
ed up his machine gun but did not hit 
anybody. 


"As he went directly over my head 


1 shot 10 rounds at him. He swung 
his machine around and tame down 
right behind the lines. The plane look- 
ed like a sieve and the aviator had 
three bullets in him. although he was 
still alive. This was the first plane 
brought, down by Springficlds and is 
supposed to be the only on-2. The ex- 
citement of getting the first one was 
too much for us and the second got 
away. 
In about 10 minutes Heinie 


started shooting big shells over trying 
to destroy the fallen plane, but he 
d-idn't hit it. The rest of the night 
was pretty quiet but the,next after- 
noon we got a surprise. 


"About.4 o'clock Heinie started a 


counter attack. The shells started 
dropping on us and there were several 
direct hits in the shelter holes. We 
bad to lay low while that was going 
on and I tried to get my whole body 
under my helmet, but of course it was 
a failure.- The barrage lasted about 
half an hour and about four o'clock 
the next morning another outfit came 
up and relieved us. Just hi time, too, 
because as' soon as we got oft" the hill 
the shells began to drop and the lieu- 
tenant, who was examining the hill 
through his glasses, said that the 
shell* were lighting right fin the line 
of. the trenches we had left. 


"We hiked-till about 7 o'clock and 


went into a woods for a rest. While 
there we had a little sleep, chow and 
a little shrapnel for good measure.
